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4. Type 

Zoropsis nishimurai n. sp. 

Holotype ( 9 ) * Yamaguchi Prefecture, 7-VII-1962, 

Collector Mr. K. Nakagawa 

Carapace longer than wide, 4 : 3 in ratio. Head not so narrow. Cervical 
grooves and radial furrows present, but shallow. Longitudinal median furrow 
deep. Diurnal eight eyes in two rows arranged somewhat as in Zora. Anteior 
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row of eyes almost straight seen from above, slightly recurved seen from in 
front. Posterior row strongly recurved. Anterior median eyes the smallest ; 
anterior laterals the largest. Posterior median eyes almost as large as posterior 
lateral eyes. Anterior median eyes separated from each other by the diameter 
and from laterals by less than the radius. Posterior median eyes separated by 
the diameter, from adjacent laterals by two times the diameter. Posterior median 
eyes from anterior median eyes by the diameter of anterior median eyes. Me¬ 
dian ocular area slightly longer than wide, narrower in front than behind. 
Clypeus almost equal to the diameter of anterior median eyes. Palp with a claw 
and many soft hairs. Each margin of fang furrow with three teeth of which 
the middle one the largest. Maxillae subparallel, with scopulae long apically 
and not extending over the surface of maxillae as also case in Clubionidae. 
Labium free, wider than long, about half as high as the maxillae. Sternum egg- 
shaped and convexed. 4th coxae contiguous. Leg formula 1423. Tibia I with 7 
pairs, metataraus I with 4 pairs of ventral spines (excepting apical two). Leg 
II same as in leg I. Leg III and IV with many spines not forming pairs. Claw 
tufts and leg scopulae present, and a clustered calamistrum (unlike the other 
cribellates spiders.) on tibia IV. Abdomen resembles Lycosidae or Pisauridae in 
shape. Cribellura weakly divided. Tracheal spiracle in front of spinnerets. Epi- 
gynum well sclerotized. 

Colour : Brown. Carapace with black markings resembling the pattern of 
Ctenidae, covered with white hairs. Chelicerae and labium blackish brown. Palp 
light yellow, becoming deeper toward apex. Legs with black spots on each 
femur. Sternum reddish brown, lighter in center, furnished with white and brown 
hairs. Abdomen covered with a mixture of black, brown and white hairs. Dorsal 
surface of abdomen with weak chevron markings, but not very clear. Ventral 
surface light greyish brown with small grey spots. Epigynum deep reddish 
brown. 


Allotype ( £ ) : Kyoto City, 22-III-1962, 

Collector Mr. T. Nishimura 

Essentially similar to female in structure, but lighter in colour. Pattern of 
abdomen distinct. Palp with a large broad apophysis on tibia, three flattish hairs 
on patella. Cribellum similar to that of female, but calamistrum wanting. 
Measurements (mm) : see page 3. 

Remarks : Present species closely allied to Z. spinimana (Dufour, 1820), Z. 
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maculosa O.P.C., 1^08 or Z, ruphipes (Lucas, 1839), but it differs from Z. spini- 
mana by the number of spines on anterior legs and the shape of pattern on cara¬ 
pace, and from the other two also by the number of spines on anterior legs and 
leg formula. 

With the exception of existence of calamistrum and cribellum, Zoropsid spi¬ 
ders resemble Clubionidae or Ctenidae in various points, and cribellum and ca¬ 
lamistrum seems to be not so important characteristic for discussing the phyto¬ 
geny fo spiders. 

It is interesting that a species belonging to Zoropsidae has been found in 
Japan far from Europe, Africa and Central America.
